After Glades Central lost 
their only game to Clewiston, 
the Raiders were named runners 
up in their district. However, 
after it was noted that Clewiston 
was playing with an ineligible 
player, the Raiders were named 
the district champions Wednes- 
day, Nov. 16, and Clewiston was 
forced to forfeit all of their 
games for the season. 

Clewiston's ineligible player 
was a former student and ath- 
lete at Pahokee High School. 
According to officials, the stu- 
dent was ineligible to play foot- 
ball at PHS this year because 
his GPA was below 2.0. (Palm 
Beach County schools require a 
2.0 GPA to participate in any 
sporting activities.) Clewiston is 
located in Hendry County and 
Hendry County requires at least 
a 1.5 GPA. Officials state the 
youth's aunt, who lives in 
Clewiston, posed as his mother 


and forged registration forms 
and presented a notarized docu- 
ment stating she was the youth’s 
mother. This made it possible for 
him to åttend school and play 
football in Clewiston. 

When the act of deceit was 
noticed, Florida High School 
Activities Association Commis- 
sioner Ron Davis ruled Clewis- 
ton was not in compliance and 
they must forfeit all of their 
wins. According to reports, he 
(the:player) violated FHSAA 
bylaws regarding his residency. 

The forfeiture named the 
Raiders as the district champi- 
ons dnd gave them home-field 
advantage in the Friday night 
game against Naples-Lely 
tomorrow night. The runners- 
up in the district were deter- 
mified Wednesday during a 
Kansas City tie-breaker between 
Okedhobee, South Fork and 
Suncoast. The winner of that 
game meets Immokalee tomor- 
row night in Immokalee. 


U.S. Sugar and Dept. of 
Labor reach settlement 


U.S. Sugar Corporation and 
the United States Department 
of Labor agreed to settle the 
results of a company-requested 
Wage and Hour audit concern- 
ing how H-2A guest worker 
sugar cane cutters were paid 
for sharpening their knives 
after hours, cleaning their per- 
sonal safety equipment and 
other issues. 

The company agreed to pay 
approximately $59,000 to a 
total of 4,188 workers covering 
the period from January 1990 
through December 1992. 

In a separate matter, the 
company .agreed to pay 
$28,000 to reimburse trans- 
portation’ costs for workers 
from the lower Caribbean after 
those costs were not covered by 
the workers government. 

U.S. Sugar also agreed that 
certain managers of company 
commissaries in farm villages 
would ber treated as non- 
exempt employees and thus 
entftled to overtime pay: The 
company said it would pay any 
overtime due 10 managers for 
the last two years. Currently, 
at DOL's request, commissary 
managers who do not super- 
vise two-or more employees are 
considered non-exempt: . 

«The equipment settlement 
payments go to cane cutters 
from time the Department of 
labor said the cutters ‘spent 
sharpening their cane knives 
when they were off duty and in 
their village residences. Work- 
ers were paid to sharpen their 
knives while they were on the 
job during the day. But DOL 
officials said they found many 
workers would sharpen knives 
during théir leisure time. 

The department said also 


that it found some workers: 


cleaning their safety gloves 
and protective arm and leg 
shields at the same time they 
were Washing their work 
clothes and thus should be 


| compensated for that time, 


The settlement, covering two 
harvest seasons, averaged $14 
per worker, or less than seven 
cents a day. - 

As part of its Open Harvest 
program begun three years ago 
in which the company invited 
the media and the public to 
scrutinize company operations, 
U.S. Sugar requested the 
Department of Labor conduct a 
thorough field audit of all com- 
i t the time, 
U.S. Sugar officials asked the 


department to uncover any- 
thing not in compliance with 
both the letter and spirit of the 
law and instruct the company 
how it could best be corrected. 

The department sent several 
senior officials to Clewiston 
and conducted a three-month 
investigation beginning in 
November 1991. The results of 
that investigation, delivered 
approximately one’ year later, 
were then subjected to negotia- 
tions and the final signing of 
an agreement last week. 

The payment to workers for 
transportation costs stems 
from an earlier claim about the 
1988-1989 harvest season not 
related to the Wage and Hour 
audit. The DOL said the mon- 
ey was owed to 336 workers 
fgom islands other than 
Jamaica. The company previ- 
ously settled this issue with 
farmworker labor advocates. 
The-advocates claimed workers 
who came from the islands oth- 
er than Jamaica to jobs in 
Florida, and were reimbursed 
the cost of transportation from 
Jamaica to Florida ahd back, 
should not bear the cost of the 
amount of travel to other 
islands. 

Earlier, the, governments of 
the lower islands from which 
approximately 15 percent of 
workers came, had agreed to 
cover this additional cost as an 
inducement for U.S. Sugar to 
hire their workers. It was 
found later that the govern- 
ments withheld these trans- 
portation costs from workers' 
savings. 

The U.S. Department of 
Labor said the ultimate 
responsibility for that cost 
should rest with U.S Sugar, 
despite the fact that the com- N 
pany was not accused of any 
wrong-doing in the mater. ? 

Robert Buker, senior vice 
president of U.S. Sugar, said 
he "was pleased that the rigor- 
ous investigation by the 
Department of Labor.covering 
thousands of employee records 
over a period of several years, 
dealing with every labor law 
applicable to our company, had 
turned up only a few relatively 


minor concerns totalling seven ` 


cents per day. 

"Our decision in this matter 
was that we invited the scruti- 
ny and we pledged to correct 
anything; however small, con- 
cerning how we conduct our 
business,” Mr. Buker said.

GFC offers rules for hunters 


As various seasons open for tak- 
ing game throughout Florida, 
many hunters are making plans for 
a trip into the woods to bag their 
favorite quarry. Unfortunately, 
trips can end in tragedy when 
hunters fail to practice safe gun 
handling procedures. 

According to Captain Ed Tyer, 
hunter education coordinator for 
the Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission, last season there were 
23 firearm and archery hunting- 
related accidents with no fatalities, 
the lowest accident rate in the past 
20 years. Self-inflicted accidents 
continue to play a significant role in 
the overall accident rate. Over one- 
third of the hunting accidents were 
self-inflicted. 

Capt. Tyer is reluctant to give 
the credit to the state's hunter safe- 
ty training course for these results 
as one year may only indicate a 
trend. The goal is no accidents. 
However, it’s significant that, since 
mandatory hunter safety training 
and the hurlter orange requirement 


were passéd, hunting-related acci“ ` 


dents have been déclining-over the 
past several. years. 

"Hunting accidents do not just 
happen,” Capt. Tyer said. "They are 
caused by negligence and disregard 
for basic hunting safety rules. Most. 
accidents can be prevented if 
hunters use good common sense 
when handling firearms." 

Capt. Tyer offers advice to the 


hunters: 

Watch the muzzle. Be able to 
control the direction of the muzzle 
even if you should stumble. 

* Treat every gun with the 
respect due a loaded gun. 

* Be sure the barrel and action 
are clear of obstruction and that 
you have only ammunition of the 
proper size for the gun you are car- 


tying. 

* Be sure of your target before 
you pull the trigger. Know identify- 
ing features of the game you hunt. 
Unload guns when not.in use. 
Take down or have actions open. 
Gun should be carried in closed 
to the shooting area.
